A. W. Bishop Explains 


the Way to Get 
on the Ticket. 


Editor Tribune: Section 1186 of the 


General Election law of the State, de- 
flries what constitutes a political party, 
as well as what constitutes a conven- 
tion of a party, legally entitling a par- 
ty, or convention claiming to act for a 
party, to have its ticket placed upon 
the official ballot. 


Wo entitle a convention, or b'ody of 


citizens assembled as a convention, to 
have its ticket placed upon) the official 
ballot, such convention, or assembly of 
delegates, 
must represent a political 


party'polling at least three per cent of 
the vote polled at the last election pre- 
vious to 'the holding of such conven- 
tion, in the political division for which 
the nominations were made. 
A failure to enter the field as a par- 


ty at such previous election, or a fail- 
ure to .poll, if entering the field, three 
per cent of the vote of the political 
division at the previous election, causes 
the party to suffer political death—and 
th'e only way of getting its candidates 
on the official ballot is by petition, the 
same as a new political organization 
iis required to d'o. 
The law Is explicit and clear on thia 


point—-and equally clear that the par- 
ty or political organization to be en- 
titled to recognition, must ib-e a live 
party, taking part and polling at least 
three p'ur cent, of the votes polled in 
Che political division at any election- 
State, county, or municipal-previous 
to the election in whlcli it presents it- 
self as a political organization. 
Any party organization, therefore 


failing to enter the political Held as a 
party at the State and county election 
held last November, has suffered polit- 
cal death, susd can only get its ncvnv 
neen on the- official ballot by petition 
n the usual way -of independent can- 
bates.
